Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. In 
regard to claims 45 and 46, newly cited elements will require futher consideration and possibly search. In regard to claims 1-21 and 23- 
43, Applicant asserts bolded text (Applicant's response pages 16-17) is not disclosed by the cited prior art. Applicant goes further to state, 
there is not even a citation for the bolded elements (response page 17, underlined sentence). This statement is false as can be seen from 
the Final Office Action, page 4. The elements Aronberg did not explicilty state are cited from Bigus and Callaway on page 5 of the Final 
Office Action. Each of the three references is directed toward software and application management (refer to the titles) and are therefore 
analagous. Specifically, Callaway explicitly states central management is desirable (column 3, lines 2-4; and what Callaway is cited to 
show), and it is not at all clear Callaway would "destroy" itself. Further, Bigus' database application is installed software that must be 
managed, both during explicit installation and as an installed product. Therefore, the rejections are maintained as previously indicated.
